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Teen driver locked up after victim thrown from bonnet 

SEVEN YEARS FOR 
TRAGIC CAR PRANK

A TEENAGER who caused the 
death of a friend when she 
was thrown from the bonnet 
of his car as a prank has been 
locked up for seven years. 

Luke Hickman drove at speeds of 
30-40mph with Ellie Underhill cling¬ 
ing on to the windscreen wipers of the 
silver Corsa until a handbrake turn 
sent her hurtling to the ground, caus¬ 
ing extensive head injuries, a court 
heard. 

But instead of calling an ambulance or taking 
her to hospital, Hickman, 19, and two others 
drove her to a McDonald’s further away where 
they tried to clean her up with 
tissue. It was not until an hour 
and 13 minutes after the inci¬ 
dent on Boxing Day 2016 that 
Miss Underhill, of Shearwater 
Drive, Brierley Hill, was ad¬ 
mitted to hospital. 

Staff were told she had 
fallen after drinking, with 
19-year-old Elly Phillips doing 
most of the talking, said prose¬ 
cutor Mr Robert Price. “At no 
stage were they told she had 
been involved in a car accident,” he added. 

Hickman, Phillips and Ross Bingham, 21, 
who had all been at the Tesco Extra car park 
on Birmingham Road in Dudley that night then 
went to Miss Underhill’s home in Brierley Hill, 
to tell her parents she was in hospital, Stoke on 
Trent Crown Court heard. 

Hickman, a provisional licence holder, of 
Wassell Road, Wollescote, Stourbridge, admit¬ 
ted causing death by dangerous driving and 
dangerous driving. He was sentenced to seven 
years and 10 months in a young offender’s in¬ 
stitution. 

The judge described the tragedy as ‘a prank 
with the most appalling consequences’. Phillips, 
of Seymour Road, Wollescote, and Bingham of 
Hagley Road, Edgbaston admitted conspiracy 
to pervert the course of justice. Phillips got six 
months in a young offender’s institution and 
Hana Edwards of Grove Road, Wollescote, was 
given an 18-month community order and 150 
hours of unpaid work after admitting pervert¬ 
ing the course of justice. Bingham was due to be 
sentenced yesterday (Wednesday).

Surge in call-outs for 
air ambulance crew 


THE Midlands Air Ambulance 
attended 23 per cent more mis¬ 
sions in the last year, than in the 
previous year, as well as attend¬ 
ing its 50,000th mission in March. 

Trauma and accidental incidents 
rose overall, reaching 1,749, of which 
736 were road crashes. 

Vehicle collisions were up 20 per cent 
compared to 2016/17 and the increase in 
incidents has prompted a call for more sup¬ 
port for the service which does not receive 
any government funding. 

Stabbings and violent crime were also re¬ 
sponsible for the rise in call-outs - account¬ 
ing for almost seven per cent of missions 
throughout the year. 

Motorcyclists and horse riders are among 
the most common victims in need of assis¬ 
tance from air ambulance crews. On aver¬ 
age, the Midlands Air Ambulance, which 
is based at Cosford, near Wolverhampton, 
now airlifts a biker every three days, and a 
horse rider every four days. 

Support 

And with call-outs rising by nearly a 
quarter, leaders say the need for the pub¬ 
lic’s support is greater than ever. 

Ian Roberts, air operations manager for 
Midlands Air Ambulance Charity, said: 
“It’s clear from these statistics that the 
need for the support of the critical care 
paramedics and doctors on board our hel¬ 
icopters is higher than ever, which is why 
we are constantly looking to improve our 
operational and clinical services to ensure 
we can keep saving lives every day. 

“The skilled aircrew, together with 
state-of-the-art equipment and helicopters, 
ensure a patient’s chances of survival are 
vastly increased, but in order to stay op¬ 
erational we need to raise in excess of £9 
million each year. 

“Thankfully, the general public and local 
businesses across the six counties we cover 
do an amazing job every year to raise funds 
for the charity.”

Inside the Ambulance is filmed in 
Dudley and Willenhall by the am¬ 
bulance crews themselves, using 
GoPro cameras mounted to crew 
members and throughout their 
ambulances so viewers can get a 
unique perspective of their work. 


The 10-episode series, airing on 
digital TV channel W began on 
Monday, and features the crews’ 
response to medical emergencies, 
as well as a number of lighter mo¬ 
ments. 

Paramedic Laura Hickman, who 
has featured on the show since the 
second series, said: “I think it’s 
great, it’s a real eye-opener on the 
different types of jobs we go on on 


a daily basis. Alot of us do four 12- 
hour shifts a week so we are a real 
family. ” 

The documentary shines a light 
on the trials and tribulations of the 
ambulance service, Mrs Hickman 
added: “It’s a great show, it shows 
we are human, some people think 
we are robotic but we are human. 
Some jobs affect us but we keep 
smiling away.” 


Disqualified 
driver jailed 
after hitting 
pedestrian 

A MAN has been jailed for 14 months af¬ 
ter admitting causing serious injury to a 
woman when driving while disqualified. 

Wolverhampton Crown Court heard 
Brodwen Partridge was badly hurt fol¬ 
lowing a collision with a Vauxhall Zafira 
driven by Wayne Gloster in Bunns Lane, 
Dudley, on November 24 last year. 

The victim suffered two fractures, in¬ 
cluding one to her pelvis, and she was in 
a wheelchair for a few months. 

Gloster, 43, of French Road, Dudley, 
also admitted having no insurance and 
failing to stop at an earlier hearing. 

Prosecuting, Sati Ruck, said: “The vic¬ 
tim stepped into the road and got about 
halfway when she was hit by the car. 

“The defendant got out of the vehicle 
and approached her, before driving off. 
A witness followed the defendant to a 
driveway, where he was in a property 
shouting for a pillow for the victim. 

“The witness offered him a lift back, 
but he said he would walk, but was not 
seen again.” 

Defending, Steven Bailey, said: “This 
is not a man hiding from responsibility 
of what he has done.” 

Judge Dean Kershaw sentenced him 
to 14 months in prison for causing se¬ 
rious injury whilst driving disqualified. 
He was sentenced for five months for 
driving while disqualified, to run con¬ 
currently, and banned from driving for 
67 months. 

Last-gasp buyer 
for Poundworld 

POUNDWORLD has been rescued in a 
last-minute deal - but only a small num¬ 
ber of stores are expected to be saved. 

Dublin retailing family, the Hender¬ 
sons, who opened Ireland’s original 
Poundworld store in 1984, have agreed a 
bid for the UK firm. All of Poundworld’s 
stores are now closed as planned but the 
family will begin to reopen some after 
the deal is rubber-stamped. It is not yet 
known if any of those in the Midlands 
are affected by the deal. 

Banches in Merry Hill, Bloxwich and 
West Bromwich were in the first round 
of closures. The remaining shops in the 
Black Country include two in Wolver¬ 
hampton, in the Mander Centre and on 
Birmingham Road, as well as a branch 
on the Reedswood Retail Park in Wal¬ 
sall.

Comic boosts funeral funds appeal 


THOUSANDS of pounds have been donated to pay 
for the funeral costs of a much-loved teenager who 
died after a swimming tragedy while on holiday. 

Following the intervention of comedian Jason 
Manford, the online fundraiser for 16-year-old 
Blake Ward, from Dudley, has reached in excess of 
£12,000, more than double its initial £5,000 target. 

The comic, who heads a group of anonymous do¬ 
nors dubbed the Charity Ninjas, shared the story 
of the Hillcrest School and Community College stu¬ 
dent’s death on his Facebook page. 

Before the comedian became involved, the total 
on the GoFundMe page was at £1,860, but has since 
shot up to a total of £12,268. 

One of the biggest donations has come from the 


Year 11 pupil’s former school friends who organised 
a charity football match at The Portway in Oldbury. 

Scores of people attended - including one of 
Blake’s teachers, who interrupted a family holiday 
to be there. 

The match realised £943 through a bucket collec¬ 
tion, tombola and cake sale. 

His girlfriend Stephanie Ray, who set up the Go¬ 
FundMe page, said: “I’m just speechless, I can’t 
thank you all enough. It’s brought me to tears to 
see so many people come and watch the match.” 

The teenager, who had moved to live in Wolver¬ 
hampton six months ago, died in hospital four days 
after being rescued from the sea at Tywyn North 
beach, west Wales, after getting into difficulties. 


Blake’s sister Libbie Sullivan also set up the Go¬ 
FundMe page with the aim of raising £5,000 for his 
funeral. The excess cash will be donated to the air 
ambulance and sea rescue charities. Last Wednes¬ 
day, family and friends gathered at Green Park, 
Kates Hill, Dudley, where Blake used to play foot¬ 
ball, for a balloon release in celebration of his life. 

Hillcrest School principal April Garratt said: 
“Blake was a wonderful young man. It is such a 
tragedy when a young life is taken especially in 
these circumstances.” 

She said that staff would be on hand to support 
pupils on August 23 when they turned up to collect 
their GCSE results. 


Labour leader Corbyn: 
Austin must face probe 


LABOUR leader Jeremy Corbyn has 
called for an investigation MP Ian 
Austin to be dealt with as quickly as 
possible - but refused to back his 
deputy Tom Watson in calling for 
the inquiry to be dropped. 

Dudley North MP Mr Austin is facing 
possible suspension from the party after 
an internal inquiry was launched into 
his behaviour during a heated argument 
with chairman Ian Lavery over tackling 
anti-semitism. 

The investigation should be dropped, accord¬ 
ing to West Bromwich East MP Mr Watson, 
who has said the party will be unfit for gov¬ 
ernment if urgent action is not taken to deal 
with the issue. 

But Mr Corbyn, on a visit to Walsall, said: 
“A complaint has been received, it is being in¬ 
vestigated and I think it should be left to be 
investigated and dealt with, but hopefully as 
quickly as possible. I don’t want these things 
hanging around.” 

Conduct 

An internal inquiry into Labour MP Mar¬ 
garet Hodge - launched by the party after she 
called Mr Corybn ‘an antisemite and a racist’ 
in the House of Commons - was dropped. Her 
comments were made after the party intro¬ 
duced a new code of conduct adopted from the 
International Holocaust Remembrance Alli¬ 
ance, which excluded several examples. 

A review of the code is now being carried out. 

Last week, Mr Watson said the ongoing argu¬ 
ments over anti-semitism within the party will 
mean it will ‘disappear into a vortex of eternal 
shame and embarrassment’ if they were not 
ended. 

Mr Corbyn said: “I want us to move on and 
want us to be in a place where the party is quite 
clear we don’t accept anti-semitism in any form 
whatsoever. 

“I don’t want cases hanging around. If an ob¬ 
jection or complaint is made it should be inves¬ 
tigated quickly from the point of view of those 
who made the complaint and those subject of 
the complaint.”

£460 in compensation, £500 costs and 
a victim surcharge of £20.

Park, Barrow Hill Nature Reserve, 
Russells Hall, Buckpool Nature Re¬ 
serve, Woodside Park and Marsh Park 
as well as green spaces at Milking 
Bank, Pensnett Technical College, 
Lapwood Avenue/Ketley Fields, and 
Pheasant Street. 

Police and authorised officers will 
have the power to issue fines of up to 
£100 for those caught using motorised 
vehicle illegally on the named areas. 

Failure to pay may lead to prosecu¬ 
tion and a fine of up to £1,000. The ve¬ 
hicles could also be confiscated.

Number of weekly 
pub closures static 

THE number of pubs closing every 
week has remained at around 18 amid 
evidence that more people are choos¬ 
ing to drink at home, according to a 
new report. 

the Campaign for Real Ale (Camra) 
says there were 476 closures in the 
first six months of the year across 
the UK, 13 more than in the last six 
months of 2017. 

Camra also reported that four out of 
five people had experienced a local pub 
closure in the past five years. 

House price rise 
bucks forecasts 

HOUSE prices grew faster than ex¬ 
pected in July, hitting a record high 
as pressure on household finances be¬ 
gins to ease, according to Halifax. 

The annual pace of house price 
growth rose 3.3 per cent, smashing 
economists’ forecasts for a 2.6 per cent 
increase, and helping average prices 
hit a new record high of £230,280. 

The figure compares with the 1.8 
per cent rise in June and is the largest 
increase since last November. 

Shortage of skilled 
workers now worse 

THE shortage of skilled workers is 
getting worse, with most organisa¬ 
tions now having problems recruiting 
suitably qualified staff. 

The recruitment process is also tak¬ 
ing longer, making it more expensive 
for firms to hire employees, said the 
Open University. Its research among 
almost 1,000 business leaders found 
that three out of five believe skills 
shortages have worsened.”

NEARLY £1 million earmarked for local improvements across 
Dudley borough remains unspent after five years, it has been 
revealed. 

But Dudley Council has defended the underspend, saying it meets regularly 
to decide how it uses Section 106 cash, which it obtains from planning agree¬ 
ments with developers. 

Deadlines for spending the money vary and can range from five to 20 years. 
The funds are collected as part of co nditions imposed on developers when 
granting planning permission and can 
be used for schools, parks and other 
community facilities. 

A Freedom of Information request 
revealed Dudley Council collected 
£1.48 million via Section 106 over the 
last five years but spent only £428,000 
Of the remaining £1,052,000, nearly 
£160,000 has been allocated leaving 
£893,000 unused in council coffers.

Taxing times for 
pay-up politeness 


STILL no reply from TV Licensing on why their 
reminders have adopted a more threatening 
tone of late. In the meantime, a reader points 
out that the vehicle-tax reminder from the DVLA 
now begins: “Tax it or lose it.” First the threat, 
then the demand for money. And we pay their 
wages. I seem to remember a time when every 
communication from the Civil Service ended: “I 
remain your most obedient servant.” 

THE way things are going it’s only a matter 
of time before all these official reminders begin 
with: “Pay up or we’ll send the boys round.” 

GREAT dates in history. August 8, 2018: Brit¬ 
ain discovers the Battle of Amiens. This week’s 
wall-to-wall coverage of the centenary of the 
battle was a lesson for the nation, delivered 
rather late. 

THE problem this country’s influential liber- 
al-Left has always had with the First World War 
is that for almost 100 years the only acceptable 
narrative was one of butchery, failure, waste, 
stupidity, lions led by donkeys, Blackadder and 
Oh, What a Lovely War. So it’s a bit awkward 
having to explain to a forgetful and ignorant na¬ 
tion that Britain and her Allies, led by the same 
“donkeys” as in 1916, actually won the war in 
the summer and autumn of 1918. They did it in 
a series of fast, mobile battles, skilfully co-ordi¬ 
nating armour, artillery, air power and infantry in 
a way never seen before. The Tommies of 1918 
were proud of their victories, and we should be, 
too. 

I AM not a fan of Boris Johnson. He was a 
dismal foreign secretary and would be a monu¬ 
mentally bad prime minister. But as a commen¬ 
tator and columnist who gets the nation talking,

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8 Drug abuse 
deaths soar 
over decade 

ONE person dies from drug abuse 
in the Black Country every six days, 
with the number of deaths almost 
doubling in a decade, shock new fig¬ 
ures have revealed. 

It is the same in the Stafford bor¬ 
ough, Cannock Chase and South Staf¬ 
fordshire, where deaths have trebled. 

Figures from the Office for National 
Statistics show there were 122 deaths 
in the Black Country which involved 
illegal drugs or were as a result of 
drug abuse or dependence. The fig¬ 
ures cover the two-year period be¬ 
tween 2015-2017 and are up from 73 
drug abuse deaths in 2005-2007. 

Budgets 

The borough with the highest rate 
was Walsall, where 5.1 people died 
from drug abuse per 100,000 popula¬ 
tion. This compared to 3.7 in Wolver¬ 
hampton, 3.8 in Sandwell and 3.6 in 
Dudley. 

In Stafford, Cannock Chase and 
South Staffordshire there were 165 
drug abuse deaths in 2015 to 2017, up 
from 14 in 2005 to 2007. Stafford had 
the worst rate, 5.9 drug abuse deaths 
per 100,000 people, followed by Can¬ 
nock Chase with 4.8. The national 
rate is 6.4. 

The rise in deaths come at a time 
council budgets are cutting spending 
on drug rehabilitation services.

Doorstop Buddha under hammer 


A RARE Buddha statue used as a 
doorstop by an elderly couple is ex¬ 
pected to sell for ‘a spectacular sum’ 
when it goes under the hammer with 
eight others. 

Made from gold and bronze, the 
nine ornaments were found among 
300 other collectables in the home of 
an elderly London couple. 

They were dotted around, hidden in 
cupboards and sitting on coffee tables 
- with one used to prop open a door. 

The Buddhas come from China and 
Thailand and are believed to be from 
the 16th century Ming dynasty. 

They will go under the hammer at 
Stourbridge-based firm Fieldings Auc¬ 
tioneers on September 1. 

Fieldings’ Asian Art expert, Will 
Farmer, who is also an expert on 
the BBC’s Antiques Roadshow, said: 
“The couple were collectors and had 
an amazing life travelling the world 
picking up hundreds of items. 

“Out of these we found these fan¬ 
tastic Asian Buddhas that were spec¬ 
tacularly dotted all over the house. 

“The market for Asian art has 
sky-rocketed in the last 10 years. We 
expect the highest valued Buddha to 
fetch between £8,000 to £12,000. 

“Because of the rarity of the pieces 
they’re an unknown quantity and 
could reach spectacular sums.” 

The money from the auction will 
go back to the family and the estate, 
with the auction house dividing the 
300 lots between sales in September 
and October.

A FATHER and son who assaulted and racially abused a taxi 
driver have been handed suspended jail terms. The pair - 
both called Jason Deathridge - struck at a filling station 
forecourt where they had allegedly been locked in the sta¬ 
tionary cab. 

The move came amid fears they were not going to pay the fare, a 
judge was told, but it was alleged that two of the passengers may have 


suffered panic attacks. 

The two men and three females, two 
of whom were aged 13 and 14, were 
picked up from the Hasbury Conserv¬ 
ative Club in Halesowen. 

Another woman customer had been 
collected from an address in Brierley 
Hill, Wolverhampton Crown Court 
heard. 

Taxi driver Tanvir Dad was asked 
by her to take the group to Blackheath 
but on the way overheard conversation 
in the back of the cab that suggested 
to him the passengers were not going 
to pay when they reached the destina¬ 
tion, said Mrs Sati Ruck, prosecuting. 

Midnight 

He decided to drive back to a BP pet¬ 
rol station in Stourbridge Road which 
was illuminated and covered by CCTV 
which showed the vehicle was parked 
for six minutes without anybody get¬ 
ting out. 

Meanwhile, another taxi driver 
stopped to talk with Mr Dad through 
an open window shortly before the 
passengers started to get out at around 
midnight on December 10, 2016, the 
court was told. 

The younger Deathridge, who, like 
his father, appeared to have been 
drinking, hurled racial abuse at the 
driver whom he chased before knock¬ 
ing him to the ground where the vic¬ 
tim was kicked several times as the

48-year-old father joined in, ending 
up on top of Mr Dad as others rushed 
to end the violence. The driver suf¬ 
fered bruising to the back, shoulder 
and face. 

Mrs Ruck concluded: “Jason Death¬ 
ridge senior accepts that his son was 
shouting racial abuse and that he 
then joined his son by taking part in 
the subsequent incident.” 

Mr Anthony Cartin, representing 
the 23-year-old son, who was of previ¬ 
ous good character, said: “He is thor¬ 
oughly ashamed of his actions.” 

Mr Tom Kenning, defending the 
father, added: “The passengers were 
locked in the taxi for six minutes dur¬ 
ing which the two young women suf¬ 
fered panic attacks and became upset 
and this appears to have been the cat¬ 
alyst, but it is no excuse.” 

The father and son, both from 
Roundhills Road, Hurst Green, Hale¬ 
sowen, each admitted racially aggra¬ 
vated assault. The former was given 
an 18-month jail sentence suspended 
for 18 months with 180 hours unpaid 
work. His son was given a 16-month 
suspended sentence with 150 hours 
unpaid work. 

They must pay £300 and £200 com¬ 
pensation respectively to the victim.

Carer Keeley saves man from choking 


A QUICK-THINKING carer put her 
life-saving skills to the test to stop a 
man from choking to death. 

Keeley Fowkes, aged 22, used her 
newly-gained emergency first aid 
skills to the test when she saved Mar¬ 
tin Pearson, who was in her care, from 
choking. 

Keeley, who works at Oak House 
Care Home, in Netherton, was on a 
short holiday with fellow staff mem¬ 
bers and two of their service users 
when disaster stuck. 

They had gone out for dinner one 
evening, when Martin started to choke 
on his food. Keeley’s quick reactions 
helped to save the life of Mr Pearson, 
who has learning disabilities. 

She had only completed her basic 
life support training, with Endeav¬ 
our Care Training, weeks before the 
life-threatening situation. Ms Fowkes, 
from Halesowen, said: “We were out 
to dinner, Martin ordered a well-done 
steak and, after taking a bite, tried to 
talk, breathing the steak to the back 
of this throat. Initially we didn’t think 
too much of it and tried to wash it 
down with water, but he started pan¬ 
icking and his lips turned blue. All 
the training just came to me in that 
moment and I was able to perform the 
techniques we were taught in order to 
dislodge the food. 

“It was very frightening, but I think 
the adrenaline just kicked in.” Mr

Pearson, although able to work full¬ 
time, depends on the support at the 
care home. 

He said: “I’m just so grateful to 
Keeley. She knew exactly what to do 
to help me. I genuinely thought I was 
going to die.” 

In recognition for her quick and de¬ 
cisive actions, Keeley was presented 


with an award by Endeavour Care 
Training. 

Adam and Dominic Brinton-Wil- 
liams, Oak House owners, said: “It’s a 
privilege knowing you’ve got staff like 
Keeley, she’s remarkable, and fantas¬ 
tic with our service users. 

“And that goes for all our wonderful 
team, we are very proud indeed.” 


Team to block cold calls 


THE power to block cold 
calls from scammers is in the 
hands of Dudley residents 
most at risk. 

As part of a crackdown to wipe out 
financial cons in the Dudley borough, 
a scams unit has been set up by the 
council’s Trading Standards. 

It is primarily working with vulner¬ 
able residents who often find them¬ 
selves on so-called ‘sucker lists’ which 
are used by criminals to identify and 
prey on their victims. As part of its 
work the team is going into homes 


of vulnerable people who regularly 
receive cold calls from scammers and 
installing call blockers temporarily. 

This means that every time a call is 
received, the resident can press a large 
red button and that number is blocked 
and unable to call again. 

Evidence shows that within a three- 
month period, the cold calling stops 
and the potential victim essentially 
disappears from the ‘sucker lists’. 

Councillor Ruth Buttery, cabinet 
member for health and wellbeing, 
said: “It’s a big job but with incentives 
such as call blockers, we are helping 


to prevent older people being targeted. 
Since the scams unit launched more 
than five months ago, its staff have 
already visited more than 50 residents 
who have been targeted by scammers. 

“It has recovered more than £17,000 
for victims and is investigating cases 
that amount to at least £350,000 in 
losses,” Councillor Buttery added.

Birmingham I Dudley I Manchester 
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“Ashley in 
£90m deal 
buyout of 
store firm 

THE fate of Birmingham’s former Rack- 
hams store lies in the hands of tracksuit 
tycoon Mike Ashley after his Sports Direct 
business bought House of Fraser for £90 
million. 

The department store’s 700 staff, and 
nearly 16,000 more at branches up and 
down the country, are now waiting to 
discover what Mr Ashley has planned for 
them. 

Stores, including Beatties, delayed open¬ 
ing until 11am yesterday as workers were 
briefed about the takeover, but it is under¬ 
stood they have been told nothing about 
the future of their branches. 

John Spellar, Labour MP for Warley, 
said Midlands stores should only be closed 
if there is no other option: “I hope every 
endeavour is taking to keep them running 
as a going concern and it is not just a slash 
and burn, to keep it’s position in town cen¬ 
tres in the interests of shoppers and staff.” 

Wednesbury businessman Ninder Johal, 
a board member at the Black Country 
Local Enterprise Partnership and former 
Black Country Chamber of Commerce 
president, said the move by Mr Ashley pro¬ 
vided hope for stores which had previously 
been written off. 

Rackhams in Corporation Street and 
another 30 of House of Fraser’s 59 stores 
had looked doomed to close this Christmas 
under a rescue deal called a CVA, or com¬ 
pany voluntary arrangement, that was in¬ 
tended to bail out the rest of the business. 

Transferred 

But that deal collapsed and management 
put House of Fraser into the hands of ad¬ 
ministrators from accountancy giant EY 
yesterday. They then struck the deal with 
Mr Ashley. 

Around 5,900 people work for House of 
Fraser and another 10,100 at concessions 
within stores. Staff have all been trans¬ 
ferred to Sports Direct. 

Around 6,000 work at the 31 stores 
that had been set for closure, including 
nearly 280 at the Beatties store in Wolver¬ 
hampton, 150 work at Telford and 80 at 
Shrewsbury. The deal was struck through 
a pre-pack administration process, where a 
company is put into administration before 
a new buyer cherry picks the best assets. 

There was some surprise that Mr Ash¬ 
ley bought all the stores, rather than just 
the 28 top performers identified by House 
of Fraser management in the aborted CVA 
rescue plan. It remains unclear whether 
he has his own plans to keep all the stores 
open, or if he and his management team 
are currently drawing up their own list of 
closures. 

The tycoon beat off competition from re¬ 
tail rival Philip Day, the billionaire owner 
of Edinburgh Woollen Mill. 

Sources said that Mr Ashley will now 
begin the process of turning some House 
of Fraser stores into Sports Direct outlets 
and rebrand others under his Flannels lux¬ 
ury fascia.

It’s all aboard for changes on the buses 


A MAJOR shake-up of bus routes and timeta¬ 
bles will see services carved up across Dudley 
and Sandwell. 

National Express has unveiled a raft of new 
timetables which come into effect on Septem¬ 
ber 2. The changes to 29 services will see some 
routes axed to make way for new buses, while 
commuters will see changes brought in to other 
existing services. 

Changes will be made to the 4H service 
through Hayley Green and Halesowen to Wal¬ 
sall, with a new timetable during the evenings 
and on Sundays. Route 9, from Stourbridge to 
Birmingham via Halesowen, will see buses run 
up to every five minutes along Hagley Road be¬ 
tween Quinton and Birmingham. 

The National Express route 13 from Dudley 
to Walsall will now be known as the 11A, while 
timetable changes will be made to 27, 27A and 
82. Routes 120, 121 and 120 A will be replaced

with four new, modified routes for West Brom¬ 
wich and Oldbury. 

Buses will run up to every 15 minutes be¬ 
tween the town and Blackheath, and every 30 
minutes to Merry Hill. Rowley Regis Hospital 
will no longer be served by the 3 service but the 
4M service will continue to stop at the hospital, 
running up to every 20 minutes. 

The new X7 will offer an express service from 
Dudley to Birmingham, with platinum buse- 
swith fast links from City Hospital to Oldbury, 
Dudley and Wolverhampton. The new X8 ser¬ 
vice will see buses run up to every 20 minutes 
between Dudley, Springfield, Blackheath and 
Birmingham. 

Passengers will see the current 127 service, 
replaced with new, modified routes - with the 


13A running from Blackheath to Birmingham 
via Brandhall and Warley and the 14 running 
from Dudley to Halesowen via Blackheath. 
Route 128 will change to the 13 service, with 
more buses from Warley to Oldbury every 20 
minutes. The 13B service will replace the cur¬ 
rent 129 route between Birmingham and Black¬ 
heath, but the route between Blackheath and 
Merry Hill will no longer be served by National 
Express. Diamond Bus’ 24 service will instead 
serve this route. 

The current 140 service will be replaced with 
the new X8 route, with fewer stops between 
Quinton and Birmingham to reduce journey 
times. Low customer demand means the cur¬ 
rent 205 from Dudley to Kingswinford - which 
will be known as 5 - will operate only every 
hour, with a service approximately every 30 
minutes between Russells Hall Hospital and 
Pensnett. Residents will be able to use the 2 


and 2A services instead of the current 222 to 
travel between Dudley and Merry Hill, with 
a new stops along Dudley Road and Wallows 
Road in Brierley Hill. 

The 14 from Dudley to Halesowen via Black¬ 
heath will replace the 241, which will mean 
buses will no longer link Springfield and Hale¬ 
sowen. 

Route 243 will be known as 18, 244 as 19, 246 
as 6, 255 and 255A as 15 and 15A, 256 as 16, 
257 as 17, 276 as 7 and X96 as 8. 

There will be no changes to the routes or 
timetables, except for minor changes to the 
timetable for the 7 service. 

National Express said residents will see its 
route 289 replaced with the new 3 and 3A ser¬ 
vices from West Bromwich, while the X10 route 
will have changes to its timetable as the route 
is extended from Merry Hill to Gornal Wood via 
Brierley Hill and Russells Hall Hospital. 


Town to remember hero 
Sgt Colley, 100 years on

A PARADE and service will be held 
in Smethwick for First World War 
Victoria Cross recipient Sergeant 
Harold Colley - 100 years to the 
day since his heroic sacrifice on 
the Western Front. 

Everyone is welcome to join the event 
on Saturday 25 August at Victoria Park, 
Smethwick, where a commemorative 
paving stone will be unveiled in Sergeant 
Colley’s memory. 

The event runs from 10am to 11.30am, with 
the parade in the park starting at 10.30am 
and a service at 11am. The event is being 
co-ordinated by the Royal British Legion and 
Sandwell Council. 

Sergeant Colley - who was living in Cheshire 
Road, Smethwick, when he joined the Army - 
was killed defending against a German attack 
at Martinpuich, France, on August 25,1918. 

He is the last of the three Sandwell-born 
Victoria Cross recipients from the Great War 
to be honoured with one of the Government’s 
commemorative VC paving stones. Colley was 
also posthumously awarded the Military Medal 
for his bravery under fire earlier in 1918. 

Wrought 

Smethwick Heritage Centre will be open 
for the event, where people can find out more 
about Sergeant Colley’s life and service. The 
centre will also provide refreshments after the 
service. 

Sergeant Colley’s great nephew Ian West, 
who will be attending the service, said: “We 
are very pleased that Smethwick is remember¬ 
ing a local lad wrought of the iron, stone and 
coal of the Black Country who, before he was 
25, gave his life for England in a war not of 
his making. 

“He showed this grit enough to win both the 
Military Medal and the Victoria Cross, but he 
should be remembered as a representative of 
all those who died in those dark days. It is sad 
that my Uncle Norman, who did more than an¬ 
yone to keep Harold’s memory alive, did not 
himself live to see this day.” 

Sandwell Council leader Councillor Steve 
Eling said: “Sergeant Colley was a brave son 
of Smethwick who paid the ultimate price for 
our country and, like so many others, did not 
return home. This service and the commemo¬ 
rative stone at Victoria Park will help ensure 
his story and his sacrifice are remembered by 
people in Smethwick now and by future gen¬ 
erations.” 


Councillor Steve Melia, chair of the Sandwell 
Armed Forces and Veterans Parades’ Commit¬ 
tee, said: “We are very proud to be supporting 
this special event for Sergeant Colley. These 
parades and services are important as we com¬ 
memorate military events from the past and 
show our support for our Armed Forces today. 
We will also be honouring the fallen of the 
Great War when we mark the centenary of the 
end of the war in November with services and 


parades across Sandwell.” Harold John Colley 
was born in Winson Street and attended Dud¬ 
ley Road Council School. He worked at Henry 
Pooley & Sons and then at J & R Griffin Ltd, 
a silversmiths in Hockley Street, where he be¬ 
came a silver spinner. 

He was a member of Smethwick Baptist 
Church in Regent Street. He was wicket-keeper 
for the church’s Mission Cricket Eleven. 

He was also a notable gymnast and an active 


member of the Smethwick Crescent Wheelers 
Cycling Club. 

He joined up on 1 September 1914 as a pri¬ 
vate with the Duke of Cornwall’s Light In¬ 
fantry. He started out with the Army Cyclist 
Corps. In the early months of the war these cy¬ 
clists were used as advance cavalry armed with 
Lewis guns and organised in small groups. He 
then moved on to become a despatch rider. 

In March 1917, Colley was wounded while 
digging out two men buried by a mortar bomb, 
while under heavy fire. 

He was promoted to Lance-Corporal and re¬ 
ceived a certificate of Meritorious Conduct for 
his actions following a despatch by Field Mar¬ 
shal Sir Douglas Haig on April 9, where his 
“gallant and distinguished services in the field” 
were praised. He was sent back to England 
for treatment. After his recuperation, he was 
transferred to the 10th Lancashire Fusiliers. 

Colley was awarded the Military Medal for 
his actions at Beaumont Hamel on June 4, 
1918. At 2.30am the Germans bombarded the 
front of the 52nd Brigade and then at 2.40am 
attacked with infantry. The 10th Lancashire 
Fusiliers and the 7th Yorkshire Regiment bore 
the brunt of this attack with the Germans 
making good use of their old trench positions 
to break into the Fusiliers’ front lines. 

Promoted 

They managed to overwhelm the left flank 
but on the right they were met with vigorous 
Lewis gun fire. The sergeant and four other 
men were wounded but Colley took two men 
with him and bombed the nearest trench, suc¬ 
ceeding in ejecting the intruders at 2.50am. 

A good many casualties were inflicted on the 
enemy but the battalion lost an officer and 12 
men killed, 21 men wounded and two officers 
and 13 other ranks missing. For this action, 
Colley was promoted to the rank of Acting Ser¬ 
geant. The deed for which he was awarded his 
VC took place at Martinpuich. During a strong 
counter-attack, Sergeant Colley’s company 
was holding an advanced position with two 
platoons in advance and two in support. 

The forward platoons were ordered to hold 
on at all costs and Sergeant Colley went, with¬ 
out orders, to help these two platoons. He ral¬ 
lied the men, then formed a defensive flank 
and held it, although out of the two platoons 
only three men remained unwounded and the 
sergeant himself was dangerously wounded 
and died the same day. 

He is buried in Mailly Wood Cemetery near 
Albert in France. His medals are held in the 
Fusilier Museum, Bury, Lancashire. For de¬ 
tails on how Sandwell is commemorating the 
centenary of the end of the war, go to our www.

Repair works to M5 stretch delayed due to heatwave 


WORK to repair a stretch of a busy Black Country 
motorway has been delayed by six months - because 
of the weather. 

Bosses at Highways England have said the recent 
scorching temperatures mean the mammoth project 
at the Oldbury Viaduct has been held up by half a 
year. 

Waterproofing and repairs between junctions 1 and 
2 on the M5 have been ongoing since April 2017, with 
an initial finishing date of autumn this year. 

But now the date has been pushed back dramati¬ 
cally .Workers hope to finish ‘as soon as possible’ in 
2019, but cannot give a definitive date. Highways 
England spokesman James Wildman said one of the 


main reasons for the delay was the recent hot spell. 

He said: “The weather has slowed us down. For 
example, waterproofing cannot be applied in temper¬ 
atures over around 30°C. 

Essential 

“In recent weeks the surface temperature on the vi¬ 
aduct has been around 40°C in the daytime and so wa¬ 
terproofing material has had be applied overnight.” 

He added: “The work we are doing to repair the M5 
Oldbury Viaduct is absolutely essential if drivers are 
to continue using it for years to come. 

“We’re committed to completing the work as 
quickly and as safely as possible and we’re doing all 


we can to reduce disruption to motorists, businesses 
and residents.” 

Mr Wildman added: “With the problems we have 
encountered in recent months we are aiming to finish 
the main repair work as soon as we can in 2019.” 

Meanwhile, talk about fast food! An Uber Eats 
takeaway delivery cyclist was spotted making their 
way along the busy M5 in Oldbury. 

Firefighters expressed their shock after he pedalled 
through the busy Oldbury Viaduct roadworks section. 
The cyclist was captured at around 11.25am on Tues¬ 
day by Oldbury firefighters who branded it ‘motorway 
madness’. 

Uber said it was investigating.

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Bomb disposal team called after shock find 


Incendiary 
device from 
war in loft 

A SECOND World War ordnance has 
been found in a loft of a home in Cra- 
dley Heath. Emergency services and 
a bomb disposal team rushed to the 
scene in Mogul Lane, shortly after 
3pm on Thursday. 

Officers from West Midlands Po¬ 
lice joined forces with The Royal 
Logistic Corps and Dudley Council 
at the scene following the discovery. 
The ordnance was confirmed inactive 
and removed by the team of experts. 

Black Country historian Stephen 
Richards said he thought the object 
found was a German incendiary 
bomb known as a BIE. 

Mr Richards, author of The Luft¬ 
waffe over Brum, said: “There were 
numerous types of incendiary bomb. 
The most prolific were of two basi¬ 
cally similar types - the B1E (Brand- 
bomb, 1kg Elektron) and a derivative 
fitted with a small explosive charge, 
the B1E-ZA. Incendiaries of both 
types utilised magnesium and were 
dropped in containers known as the 
BSK 36 which, as the designation im¬ 
plies, carried 36 1kg bombs. 

“After leaving the aircraft the con¬ 
tainer opened in mid-air to disgorge 
its contents. Some incendiaries were 
fitted with a seven-minute delay fuse 
intended to deter interference by 
civil defence personnel.” 

It is the second incident involving 
the discovery of a Second World War 
object in the area in just a matter of 
months. Bomb disposal experts were 
called in earlier this year after a Sec¬ 
ond World War grenade was found in 
Cradley Heath garage. 

A police cordon was put in place 
and residents were advised to leave 
their homes around Hillbank Road 
and Furlong Lane.

Player dies of same 
brain disease as Astle 


THE daughter of Jeff Astle 
hopes confirmation a sec¬ 
ond footballer has died from 
a debilitating brain disease 
will give greater impetus to 
investigating the issue. 

It has now been reported that 
Rod Taylor, a former wing-half 
with Portsmouth, Gillingham and 
Bournemouth, died in April hav¬ 
ing suffered from chronic trau¬ 
matic encephalopathy, which is a 
form of dementia. 

He is the second player to have been 
diagnosed with CTE after Astle, the 
former West Brom striker, who died 
in 2002. CTE, which affects behaviour 
and memory, is caused by repeated 
head trauma. 

Dawn Astle has long campaigned for 
the game to investigate possible links 
between CTE and the heading of foot¬ 
balls, particularly the old-style heavy 
type used during her father’s career. 

Angry 

The Professional Footballers’ Asso¬ 
ciation and the Football Association 
did initiate research last year but 
Dawn feels it has taken far too long. 

She said: “This is fact now. We are 
not just assuming other players may 
have died of the same illness as dad, 
this is now fact. I still get really angry 
about it because this is what the cor¬ 
oner said all those years ago in 2002. 
It’s as if what the coroner said didn’t 
matter to football. Football did noth¬ 
ing. 

“That the research has now started 
- 16 years after Her Majesty’s coroner 
said my dad died due to repeated head¬ 
ing of footballs is shameful. This isn’t 
a knock you have in a game, a metatar¬ 
sal or arthritis. 

“These people are dying and football

didn’t want to know. We need to keep 
fighting, keep pressing to make sure 
the footballing authorities sit up and 
listen.” 

CTE can only be definitively diag¬ 
nosed after death and if the family 
agree to donate the brain for research. 

This decision was taken by the fam¬ 
ily of Taylor, who was 74 when he 
died, earlier this year. Dawn said she 
recognised how distressing the situa¬ 
tion could be but hoped other families 
would consider donating. 

Dawn, who along with other family 
members set up the Jeff Astle Foun¬ 
dation in 2015, said: “I know how dif-

ficult it is but if we hadn’t donated and 
done what we did with my dad, we’d 
never have known this. It shows the 
importance of brain donation. If this 
goes on to save thousands of lives, that 
is the only good thing that will come 
of it now. 

A statement from the PFA said: 
“The PFA wishes to note that it is and 
always has been committed to a duty 
of care for all past, current and future 
members.” 

It added: “Following two years of 
research and development, in Novem¬ 
ber 2017 the PFA and the FA commis¬ 
sioned an evidence-based study.”

Brakes are put 
on velodrome 
bid for Games 

THE Black Country faces a Commonwealth 
Games snub with hopes appearing dashed 
of hosting cycling events and the building 
of a multi-million pound velodrome. 

Birmingham 2022 organisers have com¬ 
mitted to hosting track and road cycling 
as part of the 2022 games - on the London 
Olympic velodrome 130 miles away. 

Almost 5,000 people have signed a peti¬ 
tion calling on organisers to reconsider and 
demand the Black Country is made part of 
wider cycling competition programme. 

Wolverhampton has been called on to bid 
to host road cycling events with its historic 
links to the first-ever race on public streets 
in the city more than 70 years ago. 

Cycling legend Percy Stallard defied the 
then-national body, the NCU, to hold the 
road race from Llangollen finishing in Wol¬ 
verhampton’s West Park on June 7, 1942. 

David Viner, who is a trustee of Hale¬ 
sowen Cycling Club, has helped galvanise 
support for the campaign to widen its scope. 

Wolverhampton cycling legend Hugh 
Porter is also lending his support. 

Building 

Colleagues have helped design a route 
which would showcase the area such as 
Wolverhampton city centre, Wightwick 
Manor, Himley House, Dudley Castle, The 
Black Country Living Museum in addition 
to Bridgnorth and countryside of the Sev¬ 
ern Valley. 

He would also like organisers to still con¬ 
sider building a smaller training velodrome 
to allow competitors to training in the Mid¬ 
lands ahead of the games. 

Mr Viner said: “As the Tour de France 
and many other major cycle races have 
demonstrated there is no better way of ad¬ 
vertising the finest features of a region than 
TV covering a cycle road race. 

“The cycle road races will provide the 
perfect opportunity for the public to wit¬ 
ness a major part of the Commonwealth 
Games passing through their communi¬ 
ties.” However it is believed that Coventry 
and Warwick is thought to be the front-run¬ 
ner to host road-racing as part of the games

A JAZZ musician who in¬ 
spired one of Slade’s biggest 
hits has celebrated perform¬ 
ing for 50 years at a Black 
Country pub. 

Reginald Andrew Keirle, known 
as ‘Reg’ or ‘Keirley’, started play¬ 
ing piano at The Trumpet, in 
High Street, Bilston, in the sum¬ 
mer of 1968. 

The pianist was the inspiration 
behind one of Slade’s biggest hits - 
Skweeze Me Pleeze Me - after Jim Lea 
and Don Powell saw him perform on 
a Sunday night, according to Powell’s 
Look What I Dun autobiography. 

Friends and family gathered around 
Mr Keirle to celebrate the 82-year 
old’s legacy at the pub. 

Mr Keirle said: “It was a complete 
surprise to me. I thought it would be 
an ordinary Monday night but it was 
great. 

“Usually, you only get half a dozen 
in and when I went in it was packed. 

“Musicians, old friends of mine

were there - they’ve all become nice 
friends.” 

Reg started performing at the pub 
after watching Wolverhampton artist 
Tommy Burton and Dave Holmes - 
who was the first drummer to play at 
The Trumpet. 

Reg has played for free at the pub 
ever since a fateful Monday night. 

He added: “Tommy Burton was 
playing there and I went down to hear 
him and then I took over when he 
left and in the early days I was doing 
everything - including painting the 
walls just to get it going. 

“It was only three, four nights a 
week but when a landlord came he was 
determined to have jazz on every night 
of the week. 

“It was good and I played there on 
Friday once a week and there’s one 
week night - on Monday - and hardly 
anybody came along so I did it for 


nothing and I’ve been doing it ever 
since.” 

The 82-year old said he still couldn’t 
make ‘sense’ of music, but said he 
played ‘by ear’, adding: “We had a 
piano at home and as a kid I used to 
pick out the odd tune.” 

Reg said he preferred ‘traditional 
jazz’ which he could sing along to. 

He said: “I like traditional jazz in 
the style and songs as well -1 like sing¬ 
ing swing numbers. 

“I sing what I can play. If I can’t 
play it I don’t sing it. I just play by 
ear.” 

Mr Keirle’s other job was as a com¬ 
mercial artist at The Express & Star. 

Reg, who was born in Waterloo 
Road in Wolverhampton, now lives in 
Redditch with his wife Linda Clement 
Keirle and still performs at The Trum¬ 
pet every Monday night. 

He said: “Every Monday night I’m 
there at about 9.15am until 11.15pm. 

“I like beer, that’s my inspiration. I 
like the pub, the beer and I like play¬ 
ing the piano - that’s good enough for

The Feeling will perform their 
celebrated million-selling album 
Twelve Stops And Home when they 
hit the road for their first tour in two 
years. 

It’s been 12 years since the acclaimed 
album’s release and the band will headline 
Birmingham Town Hall on October 22. 

Twelve Stops And Home - named after 
the Piccadilly Line journey from Leicester 
Square to frontman’s Dan Gillespie 
Sells’ home stop of Bounds Green - was 
originally released on June 5, 2006. 

Despite being largely self-recorded 
in the garden shed of Ciaran and Kevin 
Jeremiah’s parents’ Sussex home, the 
album was a hit-the-ground-running 
masterpiece of fiercely infectious, life- 
affirming pop, pitched in the rainbow- 
coloured realm between Queen, Scissor 
Sisters, ELO and Supertramp. 

Five of the album’s songs became hit 
singles (Sewn, Fill My Little World, Never Be 
Lonely, Rose and Love It When You Call), 
helping the band to become the most- 
played act on British radio in 2006, and 
earning them the Ivor Novello Award for 
Songwriters of the Year. 

Dan says: “I’m so excited to be playing 
with the band again. To be performing an 
album that has always meant so much 
to me is going to be quite an experience. 
When we recorded it we were a bunch of 
lads working in a shed to create the kind 
of music we wanted to because we were 
doing what musicians do” 


ONE of the most popular Black 
Country bands of the 1980s, the 
Red Lemon Electric Blues Band, are 
getting back together for another of 
their popular reunion concerts in the 
Black Country. 

They will be bringing along special guests 
and original fans TV celebrities Adrian Chiles 
and Suzi Perry. 

The Black Country raised sports presenters 
both were also briefly members of the group 
during the early days. Suzi, whose father Tony 
managed the band, used to dance on stage 


with the group in the 1980s and Adrian, from 
Hagley, was briefly the bass player. 

The Red Lemon Electric Blues Band, who 
built up a huge local following some 30 years 
ago, will play their ‘spiritual home’ with a gig at 
Stourbridge Town hall on September 29. 

They formed in 1985 and became a hit 
playing Rhythm and Blues at their own 
headline gigs and supporting stars like Chuck 
Berry and Robert Plant. 

They gained fans outside the Midlands, even 
even outside the UK, by performing at jazz and 
blues festivals. They played at the Royal Albert 
Hall as guests of Mencap and played on the 
bill with reggae star Desmond Dekker. 


In 1991 the band was invited by Chuck Berry 
to be special guests on his UK tour. They 
also played on the same bill as Robert Plant 
and became regulars at Ronnie Scott’s Club, 
when the famous London jazz venue opened 
a branch on Birmingham’s Broad Street. 
Whitesnake’s Bernie Marsden even guested 
with the band in Birmingham. 

The soul and rhythm and blues group first 
got back together in 2015 to celebrates the 
30th anniversary.

Festival date 
sees Busted 
make return 

They’ve been conspicuous by their 
absence during a busy summer 
in which every weekend seems to 
bring a new festival. 

Rather than appearing in fields and parks 
across the UK, Busted have been holed up 
in a studio creating their fourth album. 

Singer-guitarist-drummer Charlie 
Simpson couldn’t be more excited. He still 
finds it remarkable that the chart-topping 
band, who formed in 2000, still have only 
three records to their name. 

Busted enjoyed two million-selling 
records during their first incarnation; the 
self-titled debut, which was four times 
platinum, and the 2003 follow-up, A Present 
for Everyone, three-times platinum. There 
followed a 10-year hiatus following their 
decision to split in 2005 and since then 
there’s been just 2016’s well-received Night 
Driver. 

Charlie says: “We’ve been in the studio 
for the past few months doing the fourth 
record. But we’ve got a headline show at 
Solihull Summer Fest on August 26 and 
we’re looking forward to that. Considering 
the weather we’ve had, if it carries on, it 
should be a lovely afternoon. We really look 
forward to these shows.” 

Solihull Summer Fest gives Busted the 
chance to dust away the cobwebs. They’ll 
line up with Razorlight, Lightning Seeds, 
The Beat, the Sugarhill Gang and more 
at Tudor Grange Park on August 26. The 
previous day features 10CC, Sister Sledge, 
Blue, Alesha Dixon and Roland Gift.

Boxster has had the wick turned up 



The Boxster is a striking looking car, with elegant proportions which just look ‘right’ on UK roads 


By Jack Evans 

The Boxster has come to represent one 
of the sweet spots in the Porsche range, 
offering up excellent driving dynamics in a 
relatively compact yet stylish package. 

Now there’s a more powerful, driver-focused 
version - the 718 Boxster GTS. With stiffer 
suspension and a boost in engine output, it’s 
there for drivers who just want a little more 
from their Boxster. The main changes to the 
GTS - other than the power boost - come in 
the form of a series of visual styling tweaks. 
You’ll be able to spot the smoked head and 
taillights, satin 20-inch alloy wheels and black 
model designation on the boot. You also get 
small GTS monikers on the flanks of the car. 

It’s a subtle update over the normal Boxster, 
but there’s just enough to make it stand out. 
The real benefit that you get when picking 
the GTS is the added dynamic capability, and 
improved driver involvement. 

It’s been well-covered that the latest 
generation of Boxster and Caymans do away 
with the older-generation’s sonorous flat-six 
engine, replaced instead by a turbocharged 
2.5-litre four cylinder. The die-hard Porsche 
enthusiasts have voiced their outrage at the 
change, but the truth is that the new unit is 
hugely flexible, offering up plenty of torque 
and endowing the Boxster with impressive 
performance - along with improved economy. 

The unit in the GTS has been turned up with 
26bhp added to the regular Boxster’s output 
bringing a total 361 bhp. In our test car, power 
was sent to the rear wheels via a six-speed 
manual gearbox, though it’s also available 
with Porsche’s PDK automatic. Performance 
is brisk, with 0- 60mph in just 4.4 seconds. 

The standard Boxster is a masterclass in

driver involvement, and the GTS certainly 
builds on this. All of the major control 
weights - the steering, pedals and gearbox 
- have been expertly judged, with plenty of 
weight and an overall feeling of mechanical 
robustness. The gearshift is a particular 
highlight, thanks to a relatively short throw. 

The ride is also an excellent middle ground 
between the firmness you’d expect from a 
sports car, and the suppleness that you’d 
want in a comfortable road car. 

The Boxster is a striking looking car, with 
elegant proportions which just look ‘right’ 
on UK roads. The pictures don’t entirely do 
it justice - this is one car that looks superb in 
the flesh. The GTS gains just enough added 
features to make it look special, but without 
appearing garish - as can sometimes happen 
with sportier-edition cars. 

The drop in ride height on the GTS - down 
10mm on the standard Boxster - makes it 
look even more dynamic, and while silver 


may not be the most exciting of colours, the 
metallic shade applied to our test car - when 
combined with the black alloys - really made 
it stand out. 

The cabin of the Boxster GTS is a great 
place to be, with plenty of high-quality leather 
sitting alongside metal finishers. The biggest 
thing you’ll notice about the Boxster’s cabin 
is how spot-on the driving position is; there’s 
plenty of adjustment to be found with both 
the steering wheel and seat, allowing to get 
comfortable easily. The main dials are clear 
and easy to read too, and are accompanied 
by a useful TFT screen located in the left 


binnacle - this can display functions such as 
the satellite navigation. Sunny days can also 
be enjoyed thanks to the folding roof which 
can operated at speeds of up to 31mph, too. 

Prices for the Boxster GTS start at £61,727, 
and for that you get the full range of GTS 
styling touches, along with the Sport Chrono 
package which incorporates a driving mode 
switch on the steering wheel and lap timer 
atop the dash. Porsche’s full infotainment 
system is all included, and this features Apple 
CarPlay smartphone integration. 

A six-speaker system also comes as 
standard, as do bi-xenon headlights. Our 


test car came in at a substantial £71,191, with 
optional extras icnluding cruise control at 
£228, and it’s one we’d recommend going for 
if you’re planning on taking longer journeys. 

The Boxster GTS manages a tricky task - to 
make the standard Boxster even more exciting 
and involving to drive. Thanks to a handful 
of upgrades, it’s now even more poised and 
sharper to drive than the car it’s based on. Yes, 
it may be expensive - particularly when you 
start going through the optional extras - but 
go steady with the tick boxes and the GTS 
is easily one of the most rewarding sports 
convertibles on sale today.

70 - but racketball ace 
lan plans to carry on 


IAN GARVEY continues to prove that age 
is no barrier to sporting success. 

The 70-year-old racketball ace has just add¬ 
ed another national title to his sizeable list of 
achievements - nearly 50 years after being ad¬ 
vised not to play sport. 

A serious knee injury curtailed Garvey’s footballing 
days when he was in his mid-20s and, according to a 
doctor, should have meant an end to any strenuous 
physical activity. 

But Garvey, from Stourbridge, had other ideas and 
decided to take to the squash courts for his sporting 
fix. A series of operations over the years on his knees, 
hip and shoulder, have failed to slow the Norton res¬ 
ident down with racketball taking over from squash 
as his number one sport. 

And the sprightly septuagenarian shows no signs 
of calling it a day on the courts just yet, having been 
crowned champion in the over-70s category at the Na¬ 
tional Squash 57, the new term for racketball, Cham¬ 
pionships at the Edgbaston Priory Club. 

Prepare 

The victory was all the more remarkable as Garvey 
had not participated in the nationals since 2008, and 
underwent major hip surgery in 2009 and a full shoul¬ 
der reconstruction in 2012. 

And Garvey, who has now won 19 national racket- 
ball titles, believes this is his greatest victory to date. 

“I think this is my best achievement yet, having 
not figured in the nationals for a long time,” he said. 

“I had said I was going to call it a day because I 
have had operations on my hip and shoulder, and 
my knees are feeling the strain a bit. But I’m going 
to carry on playing. My wife, Carol, is a bit worried 
about me playing at my age but I still enjoy it and it 
keeps me fit and active.” 

Garvey enjoyed 3-0 victories over John Shingler 
(Priory) and John Hopkins (Solihull) in the quarter 
and semi-finals respectively to earn a shootout for sil¬ 
verware with the number one seed, Leicester’s Hans 
Bilson. The final was a very tight 50-minute encoun¬ 
ter with Garvey battling through to win 3-1 (9-11, 
12-10, 11-8, 11-5). 

“I won the over-70s competition at my club, Stour¬ 
bridge Lawn Tennis & Squash Club, earlier in the

year and I think that helped prepare me for the na¬ 
tionals,” added Garvey. 

He has been a member at the Stourbridge club for 
more than 40 years and played county squash before 
turning to racketball in the late eighties. 

He plays a couple times a week in the afternoon 
leagues which are open age affairs and see him pitted 
against younger opponents. 

“I played squash until I was about 35 and have 
been playing racketball since then,” said the semi-re¬ 
tired asset finance broker. 

“I play in the afternoon league at the club each 
week. I have managed to win that for the last four 
years so I am there to be shot at now, I suppose! 

“It’s open age so I can be up against players who 
are a bit younger than me. But that doesn’t bother 
me, I don’t think about the age, and the experience 
I have helps.” 

The latest trophy will take pride of place in a huge 
collection. Since taking up the sport he has also 
claimed national glory twice in the over-40s category, 
four times at over-45, once at over-50, and a double 
success at over-55. 

In addition to his single successes, he has also 
bagged one men’s open doubles title and four over- 
458 doubles wins. And he has been a national final¬ 
ist on another eight occasions in various singles and 
doubles events. 


“I have won a few titles and I suppose it’s not too 
bad considering I was advised not play sport again in 
my mid-20s,” he said. 

“I smashed my knee up playing football, I damaged 
my cruciate ligament, and I was told not to play sport. 
But I started to play squash in my late 20s. I have had 
a few operations on my knees but they have held up 
over the years. 

“I played in the Birmingham League when I lived 
in Halesowen and then joined Stourbridge when we 
moved to Norton in the late 70s.” 

Not surprisingly, Garvey was also a hit on the 
squash court where he helped Stourbridge win 11 
Worcestershire League titles and five cups while he 
went through one season with a perfect record of 16 
wins from 16 games. 

He then turned his attentions to racketball and cap¬ 
tained the club to nine West Midlands League Divi¬ 
sion One successes between 1993 and 2002, doubling 
five of those wins up with the cup for good measure. 
Amazingly he lost just one game in those 10 seasons. 

And with Garvey showing no sign of easing up, he is 
delighted to see a boom in the sport he loves. 

Leagues 

“There are quite a lot of people playing the sport 
now,” he said. “The racket and ball are bigger than 
those you use in squash and it’s probably a bit easier 
to play. 

“At our club, we have winter and summer leagues 
and there are about 15 divisions in each, so the sport 
is becoming really popular.” 

Sport is very much a part of the Garvey family 
make-up.
